No. 58-ITC(PN)/57.—Attention ot impoiters is invited to para. 4 of the 
Ministry ot Commerce and Industry Public Notice No. 41-ITC (PN)/57, dated 
the 29th June, 1957 in the Import Policy pamphlet lot the current quarter 
July—September, 1957, according to which quota licences gianted duiing the 
current iquarter lot Machine Tools can be validated on an ad hoc basis for 
import ot spare parts of Machine Tools. 

2. It has been furthei decided that applications for impoit of spares lor 
Machine Tools will also be entettained on an ad hoc basis by the Develop¬ 
ment Officer (Tools) from inanutacturer.s’ sole selling agents, other than the 
quota holders of Machine Tools, who are able to prove that they have orders 
on hand for spares for servicing Machine Tools imported by or through them 
and who are not able to cope with these orders exstock or against licences in 
hand. 

•S. Intending new'comer sole selling agents may submit their applications for 
spares for Machine Tiiols in the prescribed fotm and manner to the Develop¬ 
ment CffiTicer (Tools) as early as possible but not later than the 25th September, 
1957. The following particulars should also be turnislied with the application: 
(j) Stocks of spare parts in hand on the date of application; 

(ii) Licences in hand on date ot application; 

(iii) Expected arrivals against orders already placed; 

(iv) Detailed justiheation for grant of licences; and 

(v) Average imports of Machine I’ools/spares against licences granted 

during (a) July—December, 195.5, (b) January—June, 1956, (c) 
July—December, 1956 and (d) January—June, 1957. Documen¬ 
tary evidence may be furnished.

]No. 5!l-ITC(PN)/37.—AtteiiUoiT oi impoiiers is iuviLed to the provisions 
ol tins Ministry s PuDlic Notice No. T3T10 (PN)/57, dated the ^9th June, 1957, 
legaraing tlie giant ot import licences tor Capital Goods and Heavy Electiicai 
Plant dnring the quaiier j uly—September, i957, wherein it was empliasised 
tiiat with a view to minimising trie expenditure ot toreign exchange m the 
immediate luture pielerence would be given to continuing schemes and new 
projects would be sctutiinsed very stiictly. Importeis had, thetelore, been 
warned that betore actually starting negotiations with overseas suppliers, they 
should obtain Irom the duel Contioller ol imports and Exports an indication 
ot the kind ol deterred payment terms which would be acceptable having re¬ 
gal d to the exchange saving jiotentialities ol the project. 

2. Government have noticed that in a large number ot instances, intending 
importers are carrying on negotiations without prior consultation with the 
Chiet Controller ot Imports k: Exports, lor projects whicli are not likely to 
quality lor an import licence at alt or on payment terms which are not hxely 
to be acceptable. T o avoid this, it has been decided that in all cases betore 
opening negotiations ‘with suppliers or credit institutions abroad, importers 
should obtain torward advice trom the import control authoiities, which will 
be given in the torm ot letters ot authority/intent. Credit agencies in overseas 
countries are advised in their own interest not to open discussions in regaid 
to supplies to pai'ties who do not hold such letters.
